LONDON, 10:30 a. m.—Allied occupation of the Ger- 


man cities of Dusseldorff, Duisberg and Ruhrort 
have 
been 


completed according- to unofficial reports here today. Mes- 
sages from Berlin said it was learned that the occupation was 
completed last night. 
Although Marshal Foch-did not re- 


ceive his orders from the Allied leadrs until late in the after- 
noon and the trains had been instructed to transport them at 
6:25 p. m. a telephone message from Dusseldorff by way of 
Amsterdam said the French occupied the town 
early in the 


afternoon. 
Three ship loads had slipped up the Ehine past 


Cbolenz before 6 oclock it was stated and ten others 
were 


known to be enroute north. 


The position of the American army of occupation at Co- 


blenz was obscure and it was said they took no part in the ad- 
vance. 
The question of Allied help in establishing a strong 


customs line along the Rhine was causing the 
Allies 
some 


worry. They professed to believe the Americans will aid them. 


The Allied plans call for occupation of Dusseldorff by the 


French, Duisberg by the Belgians and Ruhrort by the British. 
These three cities are the principal manufacturing and indus- 
trial enters of Germany. Ruhrort and Duisberg combined art 
one'of the biggest river shipping centers of the world.
